But those who are 
unable to provide their own cloths and bedding shall be supplied with them at Government cost and the 
nature of the clothing shall be at the discretion of the Superintendent of the Jail. Every prisoner shall also 
be provided with one mattress, one grass mat of suitable length and one pillow (with cover). 


4. For rule 734 A the following rule shall be substituted namely : 
“ 731 - A . ( 1) Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 734 , the Government may under 

special circumstances and for political reasons classify an undertrial prisoner 

as an undertrial special class prisoner ” . 
( 2) An undertrial special class prisoner shall, so far as the scale of diet is cor.cerned 

be governed by rule 340 - A and so far as clothing and bedding are concerned 

by rule 363 - A . 
Provided that he shall also be entitled to obtain food , tobacco and toilet articles as specified in rule 
736 and other facilities mentioned in rules 738 , 739 and 741 to 751. 

5. In rule 736 , 

( 1) the following sentence shall be in serted after the first sentence, namely; - 

“ The diet for ordinary undertrial prisoners shall be in accordance with the scale prescribed for 
C Class non -labouring convicts. 

(2) For the sentence beginning with " They shall be allowed ” and ending with to the ordinary 
class the following sentence shall be substituted ,namely : 

** The special class and ordinary und rtrial prisoners shall be allowed to purchase or receive from 
private sources , food , clothing and bedding, and other necessaries and to supplement at their own expense 
the jail supply of diet applicable to each class” . 

6. To rule 740 , the following proviso shall be added , namely:

А 

BILL 
to amend the Dentists Act, 1948 (Central Act 16 of 1948 ) n its application 
to the State of Kerala . 

Preamble.- WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Dentists Act, 1948 
(Central Act 16 of 1948 ) in its application to the State of Kerala for the 
purpose hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted in the Twentieth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title , extent and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the 
Dentists (Kerala Amendment) Act, 1969 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the SL ce of Kerala . 

( 3) It shall come into force on such date as the Governmentmay, by 
notification in the Gazette appoint . 

2. Amendment of Section 34. - In Section 34 of the Dentists Act, 1918 
(Central Act 16 of 1948) after clause (a ) of sub-section (2), the following 
clause shall be inserted namely : 

" (aa ) any person entitled to have his name entered in the appropriate 
part of the register under clause (b) of the third proviso to sub-section (1) of 
section 33 , but whose name has not been enxered in the register shall, within 
a period of one year from the con menecment of the dentists (Kerala 
Amendment) Act, 1969, be entitled , on payment of the prescribed fee, to 
have his naxe entered in the register of dentists," . 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Kerala Dental Registration Tribunal constituted by the Govern 
ment under Section 32 (1 ) of the Dentists Act, 1948 , prepared and published 
the first register of dentists registered in the Share . Under Section 32 ( 2 ) of 
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the said Act, the Government appointed 3 !-7-1960 to be the date on or befrre 
which application for registration shall be made to the Registrition Tribunal. 
After the expiry of the above date no unqualified person is el gible to apply 
for registration as a dentit. Some persers who had already registered their 
names as dentists under the provisions of the Travancore Medical Practi 
tioners Act, 1119, had failed to apply in time for registration before the 
Registration Tribunal and thus, thoy had lost their chance permanently 
for being registered as dentists . These dentists were under the impression 
that their names would automatically be carried over to the register prepared 
by the Registration Tribunal. Several representations have been received 
by the Government from such dentists requesting to make necessary provision 
in the Act to make them eligible for pursuing their profession . The State 
Dental Council has also recommended to the Government to make suitable 
provision to safeguard their interests and to allow them to continue the 
profession . Section 34 of the Dentisis Act, 1948 is , therefore, proposed to be 
an ended so as to include provision for giving further time to the above 
class of dentists to register their names in the register of dentists on payment 
of the prescribed fee . 
2. The Bill is intended to achieve the above object .
